Decenber 32, 195k, approved this exception to ODM dispersal etandards, 


It 1a my understanding that onco tha waiver was granted, ODM 
stated no position on whether CIA should locate in the District or 
in the nearby "greenbelt" referred to by lr, Fisher in hig letter 
to me of January 10, 1956. These decisions are boing mada by
